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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed method for the replacement of a deuterium atom for a hydrogen in an alkyl- 
substituted alkyi group Is neither disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest art of 
record: Hirota et al (Bulletin of the Chemical Society of Japan, Differences in the 
Catalytic Activity of Nickel, Platinum and Palladium as Observed In the Isotopic 
Exchange Reaction of Paraxylene with Deuterium Oxide, 1962, 35, pages 228-232) 
and Rylander (Hydrogenation Methods, 985, Academic Press, Inc., Orlando, Florida, 
page 4). Upon further consideration, the Examiner finds that Hirota neither discloses 
nor fairly suggests the use of an activated palladium catalyst. Rylander teaches 
nothing to cure this deficiency. The instantly claimed method is therefore patentable 
over the teachings of Hirota and Rylander, the closest prior art.
